This Office action has been issued in response to the March 15, 2010 
Amendment/Request For Reconsideration-After Non-Final Rejection. As a result of 
Amendment (see below), claims 1-2, and 4-14 are pending for examination, of which 
claims 1, and 13 are in independent form. 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's Amendment to claims and remarks have been received and entered, 
in which claims 1, and 13 are amended, and claims 3, and 15-22 are canceled. As a 
result, claims 1-2, and 4-14 are pending for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed March 15, 2010 have been fully considered and they 
are persuasive. The rejection of all pending claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2, 4-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
overcome the 35 U.S.C. 102 rejections by their amended claims and remarks. 
Applicant's amended claims and remarks clearly differentiate their invention claims from 
prior art in showing that the goal of the invention "Method and System Communications 
Monitoring" is to only and specifically provide access to monitored, recorded, encrypted, 
and stored communications after meeting criteria specified by the encrypted search 
conditions. Searches were performed and yielded no prior art. As such, the rejection of 
all pending claims has been withdrawn. Examiner has considered any and all 
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"computer readable" and "computer storage" claims and has found any and all to be 
non-transitory.
